B ut tbe m arvel ol me ago la surpassed by 
tb a t ot bis ability to do pastoral w o rk n t such an ego, 
and to proach w ith aoeeptanco to a cultured congrega­ 
tion ID Ibis quiet suburb ot tbe great metrópoli*. Sixty 
years Is ■ round, lull Hie ol m inisterial eervico lo which 
any man m ay be pleased lo look hook. 
A nother venerable pastor reilrod also last Sabbath 
■t Goneseo, N. Y. (the Rev. Dr. 8prsguc|, a t tho ripe 
age ol soventy-six. 
He, too, ii a I'resbytorlan, and 
baa spent nearly filly-iour years in Iho 
m inistry. 
E ight years ago, wben bo was elxiv-elgbt years old, be 
was called to tbe obiiroli Irom which be now retiros. 
The niem oerahip ol the church has nearly doubled 
during th a t tim e nuder his pastorale. 
HI* previous 
m inisterial liio bad been spent In Now Jersey.

Rev. Mr. K ittrldge will succeed the venerable Dr.

Ho will receive a salary ol $1,700 a year 
and a fiuo parsonage and gronuds.

Tho B arliag Blip Tragedy. 
From tha very rarity of such events in 
such a quarter as the murder and suicide 
that startled Front street on Thursday there 
seems an incongruity between the act and 
its scene, as if the dramas of human pas­ 
sion were incomprehensible in tho prosy 
haunts of dull and monotonoos trade. But 
the romantic feature which seemed im­ 
ported into the crime from the mystery 
t]iat surrounded its perpetration is fading 
away. Mr. Taintor's declaration that he 
saw Orville Jewett fire some of the shots 
into his own body will reduce the crime to 
the ordinary level in this respect. But this 
statement seems likely to be strennously 
denied. In our opinion it is true; and we 
are tho more disposed to credit it because 
we believe the fact that Orville Jewett ñred 
these shots can be established without this 
evidence. 
That Orville Jewett’s wounds were all in­ 
flicted by himself follows from the fact that 
they could not haVe been inflicted by any 
other person present on the occasion. His 
uncle, the elder Jewett, and Mr. Dean 
were the only persons there. Oeorge 
W. Jewett was assuredly 
prostrated 
by 
the 
wound 
from 
the grenade, 
which 
tore 
from 
their 
attachments 
all the large muscles of one leg and opened 
the popliteal artery. His left leg was use­ 
less as a support from the moment tho 
ragged fragment of iron tore through it. 
He had but one leg to stand upon, and, 
startled, shocked, unnerved by the blow, 
and weakened greatly within a few seconds 
by the loss of blood, from which he 
died but a few minutes later, it is almost 
an inevitable inference that he fell to the 
floor instantly, with just strength left to cry 
out “Charlie ! Charlie V' os heard by Mr. 
Taintor. He was, it musP be remembered, 
a man over sixty years of age. Now. the 
pistol shots heard by Taintor were heard 
after his name was thus called, and one or 
more of them fllled the interval between the 
moment when he hoard his name called and 
the moment when he reached the door of 
the inner office. He arrived there before all 
were tired. If, as seems well nigh certain, 
George Jewett called as he fell, the shots 
were therefore ñred while ho was on the 
floor, his life hastening away by the open 
mouths of the branches of that large 
vessel which is a continuation of the 
femoral artery. Did he in that instant 
of impending dissolution fire four shots 
at his 
nephew? If it be deemed 
possible, in view of his probable condition, 
physically and mentally, that he could in 
that moment have fired any shots at all, it 
must be recognized that he could not have 
inflicted the wounds found on the body of 
Orville Jewett, unless Orville’s body was 
presented to him in the attitude of a person 
throwing handsprings, with his feet in the 
air. If it bo thought possible that Orville 
Jewett could have leaned over his dying 
uncle in such a way as to put his body in 
the necessary position to receive from one 
on the floor the wounds found it must, to 
sustain that view, be also supposed that the 
man thus shot at did not start away at the 
first fire, but held himself in the same po­ 
sition to receive at nearly the same point 
four successive loads. This is not a likely 
act for either the sane or the insane. 
It is therefore as nearly os may be im 
possible that George Jewett fired any 
pistol. Did Mr. Dean fire any? At the 
moment of the explosion Mr. Dean was 
seated at his desk writing. This is his. 
own statement; but it is also proved by 
his wounds; for a missile must bo pro­ 
jected from a point to the left of a man and 
a little behind him to wound his lelt leg 
nnd his right arm at the angle at which 
Dean is wounded. Even in that position it 
would be impossible for the wounds to be 
given as they are if the man sat in an ordi­ 
nary attitude; but if the attitude of writing 
with the right Arm a little extended on the 
desk be nssumed they become possible. It 
is further pretty clear that Dean fled from 
the scene instantly, nnd with that instinc­ 
tive haste that gets to a safe place first 
nnd reflects npon the reasons afterward; 
and he got himself out of range so effect­ 
ively that all persons in the middle office 
agree that the very first fact following the 
explosion was the appearance of Dean stag­ 
gering out of the door of the inner office. 
Now the janitor’s wife, who started from up 
stairs at the moment of the explosion, heard 
the pistol shots of the small pistol—the 
only one who.se use is in doubt—while she 
was on the stairs. It is not likely that this 
woman went further in the same time Ann 
Dean did; for though ho was hurt he was 
impelled by a more energetic motive, and 
thus when the shots were tired ho must at 
least have crossed tho office. If he fired 
them he fired them from near the dixir of 
tho middle office and then turned and im­ 
mediately passed out of that office and 
was helped down stairs. By whom, 
then, nnd by what process of legerde­ 
main was the pistol which he must have 
bad in his hand while at the doorway 
found between tho bodies of tho two Jewetts 
only a minute later? But Dean, it ajipears, 
is known to he a quiet person, incapable of 
the act supposed, and one who, if ever 
forced to fire a shot in any circumstances, 
would bo the first to make it known. In 
view of nil this it may bo declared that the 
“theory" of thfi police in regard to Dean is j 
a coarse and hruinl assumption, without 
any foundation whatever in fact or proba- j 
bility. 
It WAS impossible for George W. Jewett to 
have fired tho shots ; it was barely possible 
for Dean to have fired them ; could Orville 
Jewett have fired into his own person fivo 
pistol shots? There is tho clearest possible 
evidence that he fired tho shot from tho 
largo pistol. This was fired while tho fire­ 
man, Murray, was in the room. 
Ho 
was stooping over the dead Ixxly of 
George W, Jewett at tho time. 
There 
was no other living person hut On-ille 
Jewett there. 
At that timo tho four 
bullets from tho smaller pistol were already 
in Orville's body. If he had the strength 
to fire a fifth shot, with four bullets already 
in him, ho had aft/ritori tho strength to have 
fired those that preceded. Moreover the 
one shot that he is known to have fired suf­ 
ficiently indicates his suicidal purpose ; 
and the possibility being granted it is as 
easy to believe that a man of resolute temper 
will kill hifflscH with fivo shots if ho deems 


that number necessary as that be will fire a 
single one with that object All the ballets 
from the smaller pistol entered the man’s 
breast within a space that a biscuit would 
cover, and the course they pursued in the 
body indicates that the weapon was held as 
it would probably have been held in the 
act of suicid^^_________________

Dnmplnic 
Money 
and 
Cremating 
Garbage. 
A waggish correspondent has sent us a 
communication ou street cleaning, which 
we j^rinted in yesterday’s “Complaint Book.’ 
He says 
“We all want clean streets, and 
we don’t want contractors to lose money, 
nor do we wish to be continually making 
the heartless inquiry, ‘Where is the money 
dumped ?'" This is quite true and suggests 
the propriety of immediate action on the 
part of the Street Cleaning Bureau officials. 
They should without delay advertise for pro­ 
posals from tho kitchen maids of New York 
and Brooklyn for the cremation of the city 
garbage. 
Such a course would nt once 
popularize that scientific bureau and aflbrd 
superb facilities for chemical research at a 
cost of something less than thirty thousand 
dollars. A joint board of kitchen maids and 
bureau scientists could sit every Monday 
and Friday for tho discussion of cremation, 
and splendid papers could bo road at these 
sessions on tho effects of combustion on tho 
fibrous texture ol cabbage stumps, the ashy 
residue of full grown cats, or the tempera­ 
ture necessary to destroy trichina spiralis in 
a piece of diseased pork. 
The officials 
should not hesitate to adopt this sug­ 
gestion through diffidence in their own 
scientific knowledge. The kitchen maids 
would supply all that is necessary—the gar­ 
bage, the chemical knowledge and the 
stoves. Our bnrean officials could then 
draw their salaries with the calm conscious­ 
ness of having performed their dnfy, and 
adverse public opinion would be silenced. 
A reaction would set in and serenades and 
applause would follow abuse. Terhaps tho 
magnificent results of this simple experi­ 
ment might bring about in time the ap­ 
pointment of kitchen maids to the sole 
charge of tho Street Cleaning Bureau and 
the Health Board. Then, indeed, wo might 
look for cleanliness, both in and out 
of doors, t.nd the cremation of tho city 
garbage without first dumping thirty thou­ 
sand dollars to find out how it was to bo done.

Bismarck 
himself is extremely reticent, but hts sons and 
friends emphasize the Impaired state of his health 
and proclaim his firm resolution to re­ 
tire.

THE nUMENT POSITION. 
Onr Berlin correspondent telegraphs to-night that 
the papers condrm the statement that the difficulty 
Is yet undecided. Bismarck Insists on retirement, 
but hopes after a restoration of health to reassume 
the Chancellorship. The Emperor, It Is stated, 
merely wants a temporary withdrawal of the resig­ 
nation which will enable him to consult with Bis­ 
marck on some all-important matters. 
O’LEART DEFEATS WESTON. 
Twenty thousand persons, comprising many 
noblemen and ladles, crowded Agrtcultural Hall, 
Islington, all day to witness the completion of the 
Weston-O’Leary walk. The excitement was such 
as has never before been witnessed at an exhibition 
of the kind In London. O’Leary completed bis 600 
miles at 2:4» this altcrnoon. Tremendous excitement 
followed. Weston accomplished the same distance 
at 8:16 this evening, appearing much the fresher of 
the two at the compleUon of this distance. At nine 
o’clock O’Leary had made 630 mUes to Weston’s 603. 
O’Leary retired nmld great excitement and cheer­ 
ing. Weston contlnned untU eleven o’clock, mak­ 
ing 610 mUes, and then retired. Weston was 
loudly cheered for his endurance, and, although 
beaten, left the track ft-esh and happy. 
A TRIUMPH FOR BOTH. 
O’Lesry walked from ten to eleven o’clock on the 
course for exercise, leaning on a friend's arm. He 
was evidently determined that bis vanquished rival 
ahonld not alone receive the applause of the multU 
tnde. He remained In the field although he had 
bad enough. He was evidently deeply fatigued, but 
may have found some compensation In the tremen- 
dons applause which he received. O’Leary’s walk­ 
ing has been much admired and has astonished 
even his backers in thus performing a 
task which only s few years ago would 
have been 
regarded as incredible. 
The 
Standara says that “sltnongb Weston was defeated 
the British people respect his plsck and sympathize 
with him in what Is probably tbe bitterest disap­ 
pointment of hts life, namely, being vanquished at 
the moment when he had surpassed all hla previous 
performances.”

It Is not to be e.vpectca 
that tho French should, lor a generation or two, ad­ 
mit that anything good can come out of Uerllii, and 
much less so out uf Bismarck. Hence the statca- 
meu of the boulevards and tbe diplomatists of the 
aaUms look very knowing when tho telegraph 
tolls them anything about the Prince's over­ 
taxed encrgl(u and need of a holiday, while they 
treat the story of a difficulty with Admiral .Stosch 
to a shrug, which may be freely translated “bosh." 
Not Ri all. Tliey look Into Bismarck's resignation with 
the strained g.azc of a man who look.H down tho 
shaft of a coal mine expecting to see a ghost com­ 
ing up in tho bucket. They expect, in fact, that 
some íearíül bogy, menacing 111 to France, will 
emerge from tho hole Bismarck has left in the Im­ 
perial Uhancellerlo. Their theory is that he retires 
simply to mature another blow against Franco; 
that his withdrawal is a nominal covering for an­ 
other Machiavellian stroke of policy. Of course 
Bismarck is not a man to be readily counted on br 
those out of tbe limited pale of his confidence, but 
it is amusing to uote oven at this day how vivid Is 
the memory of his sharp trick upon Napoleon aud 
Benedetti in the summer oflsTO. 
THE PROTOCOL IN PARIS. 
However slim may lie tho real choncos of peace, 
It Is apparent that there is great satlsfacUon In 
Paris over the signature of the protocol. It is be­ 
lieved In tho most sanguine quarters that Turkey 
will accept the conditions, and, disarming herself, 
force Russia to demobilize. Tho gloomy views of 
the Russian press are dlaroganled and the conduct 
of the Czar’s government Is looked to as the sole 
tesk Besides RussIil it is argued, is impecunious, 
and, lacking the sinews of war, cannot enter on 
what would prove a long campaign. The Porte, it is 
said, appears resolved to scud aa agent to St. 
Petersburg to negotiate dlsftrniament. M. Thiers 
has received nows from St. Petersburg that tho 
Czarewltch has declared categorically in favor of 
peace, and that Russia urges Montenegro to make 
coucessions. 
FRENCH POLITICS. 
The movement against Premier Jules Simon by 
the Bufiet-BrogUe party does not sejm to have any 
real force. They have actually called upon Presi­ 
dent Mac.VIuhon and asked him to dismiss M. 
Simon. This audacity was not enough, for In a tone 
the Murshal-Presldeut does not usually tolerate 
they asked him to give guarantees to the moral 
order party by restoring tho latter to office. One 
thing is pretty ccrtaln-namely, that the conctae 
and constltutionai answer of the Presidcot to this 
cool request left tlie moral order people little hope 
of enjoying the sweets 01 office. M. Nlnion arrived 
in Marseilles yesterday Irom Italy. He is In perfect 
health and comes direct to this city. 
THE REPUBLIC SEITLINO DOWN.

A factor a little more sigolflcanco Is the announce- 
mont of a brochure, by tho Marquis do Talleyrand, 
giving his adhe.slon to the Republic. This has uot 
only gladdened the repu'dicftiis, but hug fairly filled 
the old legitimist, families with rhagnii.

A NOTED CHRISTIAN BROTHSR. 
Tho Very Rev. FrCrc Facile, formerly assistant 
of the .Superior General of the Christian Brothers, 
who was the father of the Ohristlun Brothers of 
the United states and Canada, died at .Marseilles on 
the 'Jd insu at tho ripe age of Heventy-scvoii years. 
Ho Joined tho Order in ISIH, and long labored in the 
French prisons. In 1R46 ho quelled an insurrcctloii 
in tho prison at MCien by sheer moral force. When 
ho'flrst wcut to America in 1848 ho found there 
some forty raemlicra of the Order, and those were 
principally in Canada. He continued to superin­ 
tend tho .schools in America until 1801, when ho 
was made assistant of the .Superior General. On 
account of growing Infirmity ho resigned this post 
in 1873, leaving 1,000 members ol tho leaching 
order In the United States. During his mission, 
which lasted a quarter of a century, ho crossed 
the Atlantic thlrty-lour times. He was aman of 
tho highest executive ability, and tho author of 
several matlicmailcal handbooks for the use of the 
schools.

ment for Debt. 


LRGISL.MIVE AMKNDMKXTS NliEDED. 


\ Carelm Adminiitration of Jostice Whieh 
Should Be Correcled. 


Several letters have appeared lately in o u r "C om ­ 
plaint Bouk’’ on Ibe auhjeci ol Im prisonm ent lor 
debt, and as tbe U z ra lo baa promiaod to make an In- 
vcatlgation in every case In which there sppeara ju st 
ground lor com plaint carelul inquiry waa directed to 
be made tuto this subject. 
The result seem s 10 be 
tbat, w hether from the la u lio f the law or tbo abuses 
which have grown up under a cureless adm inlsirniion 
ot justice, there are undoubtedly m any cases in which 
men are imprisoned in Ludiow S treet Jail and hold 
lor term s of considerable length who bavo com m itted 
DO crim e except tbe aerlotts one ol being poor. 
Of 
conree, w here a man bas obiainod goods or money on 
false 
or 
Iraudulrni 
reprosoniniious 
it 
Is 
ad­ 
mitted on all sides ibul bis detcntloo In jsll Is only a 
Just punishm ent. 
Hot thero la even a question as to 
the Justice und wisdom ol th at provision of the Still­ 
well act (under wblcb Im prisonm ent for debt Is sup­ 
posed to bo abollsbed, b u t is not abolished in fact), 
wblcb allow s Ibe sum m ary arreai of th e debtor w bcr- 
ever the creditor chooses to cliargo fraud. 
A cortiiin 
looseness bus undoubtedly grown up In Issmng those 
orders ol arrests, and very m an r men have boon im ­ 
prisoned bf late yeors in Ludlow Street Jail who, 
upon a subaequeni rbowing, but not until niter great 
delay, have been discharged on th e ground th a t tbe 
allegation of fraud could not bo maiutaiuod, end was 
only made In order to throw tho pour debtor into 
prison, a proceeding oTton the result oi malice or spite. 
Ud these and other cases ol legal oppression De|>uty 
Worden W. L. O ardcer, of Ludlow S treet Jail, who has 
occupied Ibe poaition lor over tw enty years. Is prob­ 
ably the best authority th at eould bo named, and bia 
views were, therefore, soogbi. 
DKPUTV WAROZ.V OARDXRR’R VIRW*. 
Mr. G ardner stated that th ere wore In h ii cxperlenee 
URdoubtedly a groat many cases In w hich tb a law 
seem rd to have operated harsh ly , oppressively and 
even unjually. 
"Take, lor Inalance, Im prisonm ent lor debt alleged 
to have bvsD ccbiractod by Iruudulent reprcson- 
latlo n ,’’ said 
Mr. G ardner; " It

plaintiff was willing to tak e bis chances ” 
When Mr. Gardner was asked w hat rem edy be haa 
to suggest for this obuae ot tb e law be rep litd th at 
Judges should bo m ore carelul In requiring positive 
evidence of fraud before granting an order ol arrest. 
"Tbo law giving tbe pow er of civil a rre st,” aald Mr. 
G ardner, "Is In m ost casea only uaod as a m eans of 
opDfvssloD. Tbo a rrest Is nearly always m ade a t an 
unseem ly hour In the evening or in tbo night, (Fben no 
balj can lie found. 
As to the am oants collected from 
po nies who bavo been Im prisoned here It is our ex­ 
perience that tb ry will not pay th e expenses of collec- 
lion ID luosi cases. 
It wonid be m uch belter In my 
judgm ent to amend the orlm lnal laws so th a t the Iraud- 
nlenl debtor would not only bo crim inally punished lor 
bis iraud. but also be required to pay a fine to the com ­ 
plainant.”
